Shanghai, Aug. l-l.- (Evening)- It is 
exjiected tliat the Russian protecte<l 
cruiser Askold, wlii<'h arrived at Woo- 
sung on August 12th, will dock tonight. 

A correspondent of the Associated 
Press inspected the Askold today. On 
the deck of tho-cruiser everything was 
found to be in. confusion, and it was no- 
ticed that 110 attempt had been made to 
put things in shipshape. There were 
many evidences of a hurried llight, and 
in running light. The correspondent had 
expccti-il to notice an universal depres- 
sion and a gloom on board the warship, 
but on the coiitraary he soon bccainc 
aware of a remarkable spirit of clieer- 
fuhiess and contideiice on all sides. The 
members of the crew generally appeared 
to be healthful, " strong and in good 
spirits. 

-Many of the men on board the Askolil 
spoke "highly of the bravery of the 
.laiianeae and of their readiness to fight, 
There have been uo 'misgivings as to tliu 
ultimate result of the preseiit couUict, 
hmveyer, and: this .in spite of the <l:sas 
trolls first six ■montli.s. 

Tliey consider it impossible for "(ireat 
Russia" to succumb befori} "Little .la- 
pan." It was surprising to lind men 
on the .\skolil who knew l''i-eii<-li, (ici- 
iiiaii and I'inglisli. 

Twelve nieii and one otllcer wci" 
killed on board the Askold and aboiii 
tifty nieii were wounded. The badly 
woiiiiiled have been taken to hospitals, 
and I lie captain of the cruiser has lold 
theiii to be ready to sail in a week's 
time. I

A despatch from Mukden states that 
the Japanese Port Aruiur army has 
been largely reinforced and has taken 
up a position in two large bodies, one 
on the heights between Lungwungtao 
and I'igeon bay and the other on the 
hills near Louisa bay. Guns have also 
been placed oh the heights east of Wolf 
hill.

At the same lime the' 
reijorl that the day after the bat lie ioiij- 
ildissian battleshiiis were sighted off 
Shanghai, makes it possiblo that the

Yellow sea than the report of Captain 
Maousevitch indicates, and that wiuMi 
the Czarevitch "lost sight of the re- 
mainder of the sauadron" the Russian 
fleet WAS actually proceeding eoutU.
